Now, the world may not know what it 
is'that itisiafter, bat if; yon could probe | 
mon's hearts deep down you would find 
that in the heart of every man there ina 
mint, Dhav-want terest. If you looked } 
on the faces of the moltitade going about } 
the streets, and if you knew the trath, you | 
woald find that they were all in puvauit of | 
rest. You find some men in purauit ct 
| pleasure. “"Lheyethink they are going to 
find rest in pleas You find some men 
in business. They think they are going to 
find rest in business. They say, ‘I will 
make money and buy the tbinvs of this 
world that will secure me rest.” They are 
like the rich man in the Scriptures, who 
said, “I will pall down my barns and 
build greater ; and there I will bestow all 
my frnits and my goods. And I will say 
tomy soul, Soul, thou hast mach goods 
laid up for many yeats ; tase thine ease, 
eat, drank, and be merry.” 

But, my friends. rest cannot be found in 
wealth. If I wanted the wan who knew 
most about rest [ would noi go amongst 
missionaries, amongst ihe wealthy. 
These are troubled, perbaps; more than 
any other class. I would not go amongst 
men who'hold high position. I would not 
go to Parliament to find men who know 
what rest ic. Tho higher menget, and the 
greater the honour they reccite amongst 
men, the less they frequently mow about 
roligion and about rest. 

REST OF THE Chozs, 

You cannot get rest by any eJort of your 
own, Itcaunotbe got by peasure. It 
cannot be got by work. Thereis one place 
where rest can be found in this world, and 
that is at the {cot of the cross. 

Hear the voice of Christ te-night, He 
says, ‘Come unto Me, all yo that fuvonr 
and are heavy Jaden, and I wil give you 
rest.”’ It is a gift, an upspeskable gift ; 
there is not a gift to be compa;ed with it. 
[tis worth more than rubies. [tis worth 
more than all the riches of this world, or 
any lononr that man can beitow upon 
you. 

Now, there is no restin sin. The wiok- 
oi know nothing about rest. The Scrip- 
tures tell us the wicked “are like the trou- 
bled sen that cannot rest.’

TALMAGE RULOGISE 
OF TORONTO. 


Speaking at the Brooklyn tabornacle on 
Sunday Inet De, Talmage, discussing Robt. 
Ingersoll and infidelitg, avid: Ab, friends, 
I have very serious fasta to put before you 
to-day, In 1868 congress paseod a law 
to suppress this ovil, but it was a failare, 
Another Jaw was passed in 1878, a grand 
law, a potent law, a Christian law.

WHO PAYS THE DUTY | 


Orrawa, Dee. 2 
Treasury Board to-day an order was pass- 
ed on the recommendation of the Minister 
of Custome authorizing the payment of a 
sum equal to 15 per cent. ad valorem on 
the fair market valneof English iron fish 
plates for use in the original construction 
of the main line of the Canada Pacific 
Railway. This order ia made under the 
authority ot an Act of last seasion, which 
provides for the repayment to manufac. 
urers of a sum equal to the duty upen 
Such articles when imported into Canada, 
Tn other words, it is a bonus to the Cana- 
dian mannfacturer to the amount of the 
duty, and the order is thus calculated to 
encourage the manulacture in Ca of 
articles hitherto bronght in from abr 
This announcement opens twe ques- 
tions, Who pays the duty? And does 
not the Syndicate bargain cost the 
country enough according to the origin- 
al terms, without taking more money 
from the general revenue to hire that 
body to (listribute orders for material in 
Canada! Conservative journals tell us 
that the Pennsylyania miner pays the 
Canadian duty on coal; that the Unit- 
ed States and English spinners pay the 
Canadian duty on cottons; that, in 
short, though imports of any commodity 
continue, the duty is not added to the 
price of the home commodity which is 
sold side by side with the imported 
commodity. A clause in the Syndicate 
bargain provided that certain railway 
material should be admitted free of 
duty. This raised an outcry from the 
protectionists, Then the Government 
gave the lie to the Conservative conten- 
tion that the foreign producer pays the 
duty by promising a bonus, equal to the 
duty, on such railway material as is pro: 
vided for the Syndicate by Caoadian 
manufacturers, The amount of the 
bonus on bolts and nuts was fixed some 
time ago. ‘The amount of the bonus on 
fish plates has been fixed by the order 
quoted above, Thus an additional 
amount of cash, in excess of the $25,- 
000,000, will de taken from the gener 
al revenue and expended for the Pacific 
railway, Thus the Government admits 
that the consumer pays the cost of pro- 
tection, for a Government bonus is a 
cheaper form of protection than a cus- 
tom duty,—Hamilion Times.

The Quiteau Case. 

New York, Dec. 7.—The defence 
Gniteau closed yesterday somewhat unex- 
pectedly, making the fact that the assas- 
sin’s case has completely broken down. 
Drs. Demon (late of Criminal Asylum, 
Auburn, N. Y.) Talcott of N. Y. Stata 
Homeopathy Asylum for the defence 
have not*beon summoned, It is under= 
stood they intimated to the defence that 
their evidence would not beadvantageousto 
the assassin, Most of, these that have 
been cited appear for the Goyernment. 
‘The defence has closed practically without 
expert snpport for the theory of insanity, 
One of the Government experts speaking 
of Guiteau would not eyen admit that he 
had any mental disorder. The expert 
would only say the assassin had not one of 
the best kind of minds. He expressed the 
belief that much ot the boisterous behavior 
of the prisoner in court was for the pur- 
pose of simulating insanity. The New 
Year may opon before a verdict is render- 
od.

‘« May it ploase your honor, the American 
pooplo do not desire that this case sliould 
be hoard again, and I do not desire it. 1 
say with the utmost respect to this court 
and jury, and my counsel Scoville, that I 
am not satisfied with the political situation 
as developed hore in thiscaso. That isfthe 
gist of this alleged offence. ‘The President 
of tao United States would neyer have 
been shot if it had not been for the 
political situation which  oxisted 
in May, Juno and July, I have a righ} 
as a matter of law,of appoaring as my own 
counsel, So, your honor, Grant, Conk- 
ling, Plattand Arthur, and those kind of 
men who were so down upon Garfield, 
that they would not speak to him, and 
would not go to the White House, shall 
be put on the sfand.

Breaking Down of Natural Powers by 
Labor and Anxiety.

As imen alvange in life we continually 
voto the survival of those among their con- 
témporayies Who seem in hoyhood and 
youth quite the reverse of ‘ the fittest,’ 
while so many ot those who most envied 
themfor vigor pass early away.This is due to 
several causes.

ville supported a newspaper fifty years ago 
the Recorder,’ a journal, we are told, ‘long 
and ably conducted by Wiltiam Buell, 
Esq., one of the county members.’ The 
Recorder still lives and fiourishes as a daily, 
and has long and ably been conducted by 
D. Wylie, Esq. the Nestor of Canadian 
journalism. Belleville is spoken of as a 
village ‘exhibising pleasing signs of the 
march of improvement,’ Mv. Catérmole 
alsosays: ‘1 understand that not less 
than 100,000 bushels of wheat is held to 
be the current year’s (1880) export from 
thence (Belleville). Not long ago it hare ly 
yaised enough to support the population in 
the neighborhood.’ Belleville had a news- 
paper then, too, ‘the property of Lient,- 
Col Samson, one of the county members, 
Mr. Clark and Mr. Baldwin of the Toronto 
steamer. This may be correct, bnt we 
find by reference to the early records 
of our city that the first nowspaper 
published in Bolloville was the Anglo- 
Canadian, established in 1831 (the date 
Mr, Catermolo refers to), and printed and 
published by A. T. W. Williamson and W. 
A. Wells. The Phenix, and Hastings 
Times, which tollowed soon after, were 
published by 'T. Slicer and R. O. Benedict. 

Cobourg and Port Hope are mentioned 
as flourishing villages, and Peterborongh 
as “a settlement formed in the township 
of Monagham, by Irish paupers, who were 
located in 1823, under the superintendence 
of the Hon. Poter Robinson.” Speaking 
of the facilities tor travelling, Mr. Oater- 
mole gives the following gushing deserip- 
tion of ‘a splendid new steam packet," 
which Mr. (now Hon.) John Hamilton was 
then building at Kingston, and which was 
to be called the Great Britain : ‘Her 
admoasurement is 730 tons, English ; the 
length on deck 162 feet; the width 80 
feet, beam ; and the guards 14} feet on 
each side ; the keel is 184 feet. The length 
of the promenade deck is 150 feet, and the 
width in proportion. Tho ladies’ cabin is 
an elegant place—it is upon deck, not less 
than 10 teet high—and contains a number 
of state rooms, each of them 6 feet square, 
and very light and airy. ‘The cabin is so 
contrived that the gentlemen may visit the 
dear creatures withont putting them to the 
least inconvenience, as they may retire at 
pleasure when they would be alone. Iam 
sure the ladies of Upper Canada when they 
see the unusual trouble and expense which 
Mr. John Hamilton has been at, to build 

(i Hoating palace for their acommodation, 
—for he has evidently had them more 
particularly in his mind’s eye’, will be very 
grateful. ‘The fertile imagination of the 
author of the Arabian Nights, with all his 
caliphs, genii, magic palaces, grand viziers 
and wonderful lamps, fell very far short 
of the “Great Britain.” She might with 
great prospriety insist upon sending her 
representative to the Assembly along with 
the member for the University of York.’ 

The “Great Britain’ must have been 
a wonderinl boat. Perhaps there is some- 
body still living who can remember some- 
thing about this floating palace. If Mv. 
Catermole has not exaggerated things, we 
haye not much reason to boast of the prog- 
ress made in naval architecture during 
the last fifty years. There are fow. if 
apy, passenger steamers on Lake Ontario 
now that rival in elegance the picture 
painted by the author of the ‘Arabian 
Nights.” The book trom which we have 
beon quoting was sent to Kingston and 
the Hon. John Hamilton was not a little 
amused with the glowing description of 
his steamboat: 

There is much information about the 
country, its resources, productions, cost of 
living kc, which form an interesting con~ 
trast with the present, but we cannot pur- 
sue the subject further to-day.

' Somewhat recently Prof, Fosser, of Gor- 
many, has brought ont an instrument for 
determining the percentitge of butter-fat in 
milk,antl from my experiments with it I find 
itexceedinglyhandy,and more reliable than 
thie croam gaugé and per cent. glass. It is 
operated very easily and expeditiously. If, 
however,tho spécifie gravity of milk froma 
certain cow orlhiord (milk known to be pure) 
be taken from tithe to time asa standard of 
the milk from that particular cow or herd, 
then any considerable variation from that 
standard may justify etrong suspicion that 
the milk bas been watered, or skimmed, or 
in/some way tampered witb, for it has been 
found that cows treated in » uniform men- 
ner as to feed, water, und other ciroym- 
stances yield milk that is not liabla to 
slioW any sudden oy Jarge variation in its 
specific gravity.

As respects the dairy 
industry, the tax on the poor quality of 
cotton nsed for cheese bandages is, we 
believe, 75 per cent, 

(5.) Increases by 50 per cent, the 
cost of the woollen goods of which the 
farmer is the principal consumer. 

(7.) Increases the cost of sugar and 
all kinds of groceries except tes, the tax 
on average qualities of which article re- 
mains at the same figure as before, 

(8.)ZGenerally, decreases the price of 
almost everything the farmer sells, and 


increases the eost of everything he has 
to buy. 

It is entirely. out of the question that 
our producing classes will suffer this 
tremendous fraud to exist. _ The mono- 
polists and politicians who are cofinting 
upon their ability again tx deceive the 
farmer are living ina fool's paradise: 
To suppose that a farmer cannot now 
see through the N. P., is to suppose that 
he is imcapable of comprehending the 
yalue of a dollar. 

Farmers are by no means such simple, 
easily humbugged folk as Tory politi- 
cians imegine. Farmers now-a-days 
read market reports coming from all 
parts of the world. They know when 
they are not getting proper value for 
their predace.

We can never separate 
ourselves from the profoundest sympathy 
with everything that belongs to Great Bri- 
tain. Therefore, as I see a steady progress 
going on I thank God that it is reforma- 
tion and net revolution. It is charactetis- 
tic of moral sense on the globe that things 
that nsed to require two or three hundred 
years can now be wrought in a single gen- 
eration, that reformations which shook the 
very frame work of society can be carried 
on by tho mere help of society itselt, avd 
that a man can see in his own lifetime the 
substantial history of fiye hondrel years 
old evolved insnch a nation as Great Bri 
tain. 

We look upon the revolution which is go- 
ing on under the inepiration and guidance 
of that one man—whose name togolher 
with the names of Cobden and John Bright 
will go down to posterity like the names of 
Pym, and Hampden, and Jobn Milton,and 
other heroes of the reformation—Gladstone, 
whose arms have encircled the learning ot 
the Globe ; a man who knowswhat it is to 
be known from the very topmost lock of 
old Jupiter's hair in days gone by to what 
ia known of the Jupiter of liberty to-day.
